Mayor Harrj "Wooding this morning 


during court gave notice of a more 
strict pollc> he has decided on, after 
careful study, in dealing with wilful 
violators of the liquor laws 
Effec- 
tive ^tomorrow jail terms will;be given 
all persons who are caught with 
whisky, and convicted—^no matter how 
•small the quantity. Jail sentences 
will also be mposed in cases of per- 
sons who are convicted of driving au- 
'omobiles while under the influence of 
whisk}. The new policy is effective- 
beginning tomorrow, Mayor "Wooding 
stated this morning. 


The mayor declared that if there 
was no market for liquor there would 
be no business for the bootlegger and 
that in the future the person who 
bought whisky would be dealt with 
on the same footing as-the man who 
sold it—=and that means -a. jail £erm. 
No matter how small the 
quantity 


there will *be no distinction unless 
there is a compelling excuse and one 
which must be substantiated by other 
persons—and about the only excuse 
would be one resulting from an ill- 
ness. He also added that drunks who 
admitted buj^ng liquor would also be 
liable but there was little, doubt for a 
conviction of this-sort.' 


"There, is entirely too much liquor 
floating around in Danville," declared 
the mayor, ' and the situation mubt 
be curbed." As a result he said that 
he had given careful consideration to 
his rigid policy and after 
studying 


over the matter for several days, de- 
cided it was the only way to improve 
the situation. 


The mayor stated that theije was jio 


influence behind his latest policy hut 
that it was the- result- of- bis- -own 
thought and study of efforts to deal 
successfully with the liquor question 
in Danville. 


Incidentally he referred to. the com- 
paratively short docket he dealt with 
this morning. No disorder arose on 
Arrmstice da> and the number of 
drunks and liquor cases were exceed- 
ingly small considering the event- 
Only one man" was dealt with for vio- 
lating the liquor law and he was 
fined and given a jail term but thii 
was suspended for the reason that h« 
urst wished to give a warning from 
theibench.

We 
shall prevail as sure as that God re- 
igns.' 
A cheering 
throng of thousands 
packed the street 'and all nearby va- 
cant space when -Mr. Wilson appeared 
on the portico of his. Street residence 
lo deliver his second 'address in less 
than 24 hours and the- third he has 
made since, leaving the White House. 


A little bent with his four years of 
illness he stood with bare head, after 
waving a response to the outburst of 
applause -which greeted him. while 
Senator Carter Glass of Virginia, de- 
iv<ered the address on behalf of the 
visitors. 
Although faltering: a little-once or 


twice Mr. Wilson stood unassisted:be- 
side Senator Glass whil~ he delivered

v. as no market for liquor there woulc 
be no business for the bootlegger anc 
that in the future the person who 
bought whisky would be dealt with 
on the same footing as the man who 
sold-it—=and that means a ]afl term 
No matter how small the quantity 
there will "be no distinction unless 
there is a compelling excuse and one 
which must be su instantiated by_other 
persons—and about the only excuse 
would be one resulting from an ill- 
ness. He also added that drunks who 
admitted buying liquor would also be 
liable but there -nas little doubt for a 
comiction of this sort. 


"There is entirely too much liquor 


floating around An Danville," declared 
the mayor, "and the situation mutt 
be curbed " As a result he said that 
he had given careful consideration to 
his rigid policy and after 
studying 


over the matter for several dajs, de- 
cided it was the only way to improve 
the situation.

or Paleolithic Age in Europe. 


"The size and contour of *TSe~skulls," 
says Harrington, "indicate that they 
antedate the Neanderthal man. It is 
certain they are not those of Ameri- 
can Indians. Nor are they apes. 


Precarious Lives 


"They 
come somewhere 
between 


th'e two. The Santa Barbara skull is 
that of a 'sub-man'—a link apparent- 
ly between the father of the Ameri- 
can Indian and the earl'- humans of 
the European continent for 
which 
scienists have long been searching. 


The life of Mr. and ilrs. Barbar- 


ensis was the precarious existence of 
Stone^Age folk in the red dawn of the 
race. 
Prowling the coastal benches 


with them were fierce carnivora, not- 
ably the saber-tooth tiger, who also 
left his remains in the La Brae tar 
pits near Los Angeles.

COFFIN OF TSAR 


FOUND EMPTY 


X Nov., 3. —Th.e Tsar Alex- 


ander I died, according to the re- 
cords, on Xovember 19, 1825, at Tag- 
anrog; a small town in the south of 
Russia, and was afterwards buried In 
the Cathedral of St. Peter and Paul 
in St. Petersburg: It has now been 
discovered that the coffin bearing his 
name is empty. The strange story, 
with some of its implications, ;s told 
by Princess E-> M. Almetdingen in 
"Discovery." 


It -was rumored (she writes.) that 


the Tsar had died from some :nfec- 
tiousj disease, and, in consequence" o' 
this, the coffin, said to contain hi: 
body, 
was sealed 
up immediately. 


Very few of the courtiers were en- 
aoled to see the corpse, which was 
soon afterwards transported 
to St 
Petersburg, and there laid to rest in 
the usual burial-ground, of the sover- 
eigns of all the Russians—the magni- 
ficent Cathedral of St. Peter and 
Paul, erected by Peter the Great with- 
in the precincts of the famous fort- 
ress bearing the same name. 
How- 


ever, soon after the Emperor's buri- 
al, strange things began to be -whisp- 
ered with regard to the fate of the 
inuch-beloved Tsar. People said that 
he had not died at all but had just 
disappeared in order 
to consecrate 


the rest of his days to God's service 
and work and prayer. These rapidly 
spread rumors, together with 
the 


slender evidence which existed even 
then concerning the authenticity of 
the body placed in the coffin, gave 
birth to a series of legend*: based 
upon,a firm popular belief rh.it the 
Emperor was still alive • • 1 would 
come back to. rule his pv^iik once 
more. .
